They  p.tch  iu,  hit  or 
aud  whan  they  miss,  they  do  not  take 
fke  blame  on  themselves,  but  leave  it  all  on 
Provideooa  (look)  or  on  the  country.  While 
•beanie  them  are  Dutchmen  or  Englishmen 
a  ho  are  eouanlcrud  poky,  but  realty  not  only 
stay,  but  make  tnouey,  aud  are  couteuled 
aud  happy. 

Wheu  it  is  Decennary  for  a  poor  man  to 
•aniigmte  for  the  benefit  of  himself  aud  fam¬ 
ily,  nothing  ia  more  necessary  than  that  he 
-consider  him  self  poor,  and  come  to  bed 
rock  ou  style  and  expenses,  aud  adopt  the 
plan  of  pay  as  he  goee  for  everything.  Bet¬ 
ter  buy  forty  acres  and  pay  for  it,  thau  buy 
•aix  hundred  and  forty  acre#  and  pay  half 
down.  Batter  bay  half  as  much  hml  as  ha 
can  pay  for,  and  have  money  to  put  into 
atoch  raising .  thau  risk  everything  ou  rais¬ 
ing  oorn  and  wheat,  which  are  uncertain, 
■inks  are  to  be  avoided  from  every  direotion 
possible. 

But  of  all  the  risks,  don’t  risk  ending  vour 
days  ia  the  poorhouse,  by  staying  on  other 
-people's  land  until  you  are  too  oU  to  taka 
the  risks  of  a  new«country,  where  you  can 
get  a  home  for  youneH  and  ehddrcu. —
